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Ferry Nab, Windermere. The Nab is the narrowest 
part of Windermere, and is only about 400 yards across. It 
is a most delightful spot owing to the high hills on the 
opposite bank. From here a ferryboat, working on a chain, 
conveys horses and carriages to the opposite side. 
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
